Not 
so in Am erica, where tills species of 
Hie deer fam ily, the (Vrvldae, were 
known as caribou, and are still

domesticated and imported animal. 
The tirst Importation, consisting of 
only 102 reindeer, vvuh landed at Teller, 
Alaska, on Independence day,

I luring that year and the decade fol­ 
lowing, I,H S more were Imported fr an 
Siberia and lauded on Hie shores of 
Fort Clarence bay. 
The reindeer im­ 
ported from Norway In ISPH were all 
draft anliunls, steers, and are now 
extinct.

Foam ing the frozen 
wastes north and south, from Point
